Be Intolerable To Some Of The Allies" 


London, August 21.—"The German government has as yet shown no disposition to agree to 


peace except on terms that would be intolerable or humiliating to some of the allies," said Pre- 
mier Asquith, replying in the house of commons today to Sir William Pollard, Byles, one of the 
little group of peace advocates. 


"The suggestion of Dr. Zimmerman (German under-secretary for foreign affairs) that the 


entente is influenced by any pressure from Great Britain is quite untrue,'' added the premier. 


"Asked further whether terms of any kind had been suggested, Premier Asquith replied: 
"Only what has been seen in the press; nothing official." 


BRITISH CASUALTIES 


London, August 21.—Casualties among British officers for the 


last seven days of July were heavier than in any previous period of 
the war, again showing the effects of the present offensive on the 
western front. The casualty lists include 737 killed, 1,688 wound- 
ed and 134 missing, a total of 2,559.

have been killed or have died of wounds, 22,978 have been wound- 
ed, and 2,596 are missing.

Strike Would Affect All 


A great 
railroad 
strike 


would affect nearly every per- 
son in Scioto county in some 
vesy. 


Tie actual loss that would 


be sustained by the citizens 
in Scioto county, through a 
great railroad strike, would 
be difficult to comprehend. 


Fast transportation and ef- 


ficient facilities 
for 
ship- 


ment have made almost every 
community in 
the 
United 


States inter-dependent. With 
freight and passenger traffic 
stopped almost every business 
would suffer. 
Hundreds of 


railroad employes in Ports- 
mouth would have 
their 


means of subsistance stopped. 


Large manufacturing plants 
would be cut off from their 
source of raw materials or 
fuel or both. 
Rush orders, 


the bulwark of many indus- 
tries' trade, would be shelv- 
ed. Finished products would 
have to be stored. Travel- 
ing salesmen would be strand- 
ed, unable to solicit orders. 
Through the loss of shipping 
facilities, 
perhaps 
.many 


plants would be forced to sus- 
pend 
operations, 
throwing 


hundreds out of employment. 


Many stores in the city 


have not received their fall 
shipments of goods from the 
great trade centers in the 
East. The retail situation 


would become acute, it is 
said, within a few days. 


A railroad strike would 


cast a shadow of commercial 
depression over the era of 
prosperity now enjoyed by 
the citizens of Scioto county. 
Through loss of employment 
savings would be eaten up. 
The necessities of life, many 
of which are shipped 
from 


other centers, would material- 
ly increase in price, owing to 
the shortage and difficulty in 
obtaining shipments.

THE FARM LOAN ACT 


Public interest in the subjcctof the new federal farm act leads 


us to publish flie following summary of its general provisions: 
- 


Outline of Farm Loan Act 


The act provides for the creation of 12 federal 
land banks 


sni permits the 'establishment of any number of joint-stock land 
hnks for the purpose of making loans at a reasonable rate of in- 
terest, for long periods of time, on farm lands.

(a) Federal Land Banks 


Twelve federal land banks arc provided, one in each of 12 dis- 


trirts into which the country will be divided. These banks are cm- 


fred to lend on first mortgages on farm.lands in amounts of 


to *10000 for approved purposes. The loans are to be made 


ihunHi farm loan associations and agents. No loans may be made 
for more than 50 per cent of the value of the land mortgaged and 


•1.1 IIP;- rent of the value of the permanent improvements upon it. 


National fan", loan associations — local 
organizations com- 


wed exclusively of borrowers—are authorized.

ting must he stockholders in the land banks in proportion to the 
summit their members wish to borrow. Eventually all stock in 
ilio frdcrnl laud banks will be owned exclusively by these associa-
